AND, ill order to reftore Peace to fuch Parts of Ireland as are or may be 
difiurbed as aforefaid, by feditious Perfbns, and to preferve the Peace m 
Comities which may be in immediate Danger of being difturbed ; it 
further EnaSed, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for any Iwo 
Juftices of the Peace, in any County, or County of a City, or Town, in /«- 
laud, to direft, by Writing under their Hands and Seals, the Clerk of the to 
Peace thereof to fummon an extraordinary Seffion of the Peace, to be 
holden therein at fuch Place and at fuch Time as they fliall deem expedient, 
not fooiier than Hours after fuch Direftion fliall have been de- 

livered to fuch Clerk of the Peace, in order to confider the State ot luch 
County, Town, or City ; and thereupon fuch Clerk of the Peace thall forth- 
with poft Notice thereof on the Door of the Court Houfe of fuch County,
